Canton, July 13. 

Parts of China's countryside 
South of the Yangtse river 
resemble a vast sca where 
floods have washed uway en- 
tire villages and inundated 
rich .rice-growing paddy ‘fields, 
according .te a foreign passen- 
ger on a plane reaching Can- 
ton from Changsha, capital of 
Hunan province.

The new Solent 
flying boats provide what Is 
probably the most luxurious 
air travel in existence, but 
they are far from -being the 
last word. é : 

For some time there was 
truth in the charge that the 
organisation was top-heavy

“How, docs the average French- 
man get along, whayz are his dif- 
ficulties, hls pleasures, his short- 
comings?” 

I am often asked this question, 
for it’s very diMcult for visitors 
1o France to get to know the in- 
side life of a French famlly. 

Well, here is what Hfe Is like 
In a typical French famlly—M. 
Dupont, aged 41, his 37-year-old 
wife Mnicteine, and their two 
children, Jacqueline and Gerard, 
aged 13 and 11, 

The family live’ at Asnieres, in 
the suburbs of Paris, where they 
have fiat consalsting of four 
rooms and:n kitchen (no bath- 
room). The parents’ bedroom Ia 

furnished with a double bed—-the 
French haven't taken to twin beds | 
—n wardrobe with a mirror, and 
three very hard chairs. : 

M. Dupont is a book-keeper in 
chinn shop, and earns £5 a week. 

The whole family get up at 7.30 
and sit down to the usual French 
breakfast, a bowl of cafe au tnit 
with buftered bread to dip into it. 

Jenn Dupont works a 40-hour 
week. He gets to work at 9 a.m, 
nnd at midday goes home ,to 
lunch, beeause he’s fond of gfod 
home cooking, carefully spice-t 
and served with tasty sauces, and 
followed by pastrieS as only his 
wife can make them. é 

With each menl he'll drink a 
bottle of red wine, costing about 
1s. 9d. What with all this and 
-plancing through = his paper, he 
spends an hour at table, Teaving 
himself just time, with his half- 
hour Metro journey, to get back 
to wotk by 2 o'clock. 

At 6, he's finished for the day, 
ond usually goes straight. home. 
Tut sometimes he stops at a Itttle 
bistro where he'll mect a few 
friends. drinks an aperitif or two, 
vermot ‘1° or = pernod, costing 
nbout Is. Gd, and have a game of 
billiards or his favourite card- 
game of belote. 

When he gets home, M. Dupont 
Js glad to get into o comfortable 
old suit and to potter abot the 
house doing odd jobs. He's at- 
ways finding something to tinker 
with. He'll take the wireless to 
pieces for the pleasure of putting 
ig together renin. And, if he 
ean really find nothing to do in 
his own house, he'll try his luck 
next door. : 

Dupont is a free-thinker, but 
he-sees.to it that his children 
ere baptised and confirmed. 

He's a great individualist, Hr 
never forgets that he’s descended 
from the revolutionists of 1780— 
the only revolution in his cyes. 

He never loses an opportunit. 
to stress his independence. He'll 
rarely use the pedestrlan crosh 
ings, thougn ke's now. Hable to be 
fined 5s. on the spot. It gives 
nim a kick to cuter the Metro by 
the door marked Exit, 

M, Dupont hates regulations. As 
soon os’ a new lew Is passed, he's 
thinking of a way round it, and 
finding one. : ¢ 

He's interested in women, looks 
at them from toe to top and 
thinks the legs are the most im- 
portant part. 

He's very vociferous. about hls 
manly independence, but, all the 
same, avolds making Madeleine 
jeatous because he Has. a strony 
dislike of n scene. 

When he was under 30 he was 
an active member of a football 
club, and on Sundays used to go 
wowing; He © still follows the 
football results closely, especially 
Cup and International matches, 
but he’s..given up playing him- 
self. 

Deep down inside them, French 
people have no love of foreigners. 
They're delighted that tourists 
come from all over the world to 
spend money’ in their country, 
but they're on thelr guard with 
them. They won't readily ask a 
foreigner Into their home circle, 

They hate the Germans, des- 
pise the Italians, and’ consider 
the Americans as good custom- 
ers, -As for the British, it's* a 
ease of unrequited love: 

You often hear a French per- 
son say rather bitterly. “Everf- 
one knows that, for the English- 
man, the plack races start at 
Calais.” British disdaln is one of 
the most Important causes of mis: 


understanding between: the two 


countries. 

Like every Frenchman, M, Du- 
pont would have liked fo em- 
tarate, buy he’s given up the idea. 
He has no desire to share the 
hectle American way of living, 
and British austerity passes his 
comprehensiqn. ae
